Copper Mine at Tsunmdato Collapses 
and Fate of 300 Workmen Is Un­ 
known—Volcano in Eruption 
— 1.5C0 Dead in Russia. 


Tokio, March 1C.—An earthq uake oc­ 
curred in the prefecture 
of 
Akita, 
Island of Hondo. 
A number of per­ 
sons in the city of Akita were killed 
and many houses destroy ed or dam­ 
aged. In Kowakubi, which was ruined, 
there were many casualties. 
The disturbance badly damaged tho 
railroad and telegraph lines. 
Full details of the disaster hav e not 
been receiv ed owing to tho interrup­ 
tion of communication. 
Six ty dead 
bodies were found in the basin of tho 
Omono riv er, where 320 houses were 
destroy ed. 
The v illage of Kitameno 
was burned. 
As a result of the earthq uake a 
copper mine at Tsunmdato collapsed 
The fate of the 300 workmen in the 
mine is unknown. 
Volcano Emits Flames. 
Simultaneous with the earthq uake 
cam e 
terrific 
ex plosions 
and 
the 
bursting of flames from the v olcano 
Asama-Yama, which terrified the in­ 
habitants of that district. 
Akita is a garrison town on the 
Sea of Japan. 
It does a considerable 
ex port trade, especially in rice. 
The 
population is about thirty thousand. 
Asama-Yama is the largest activ e 
v olcano in Japan. 
A majority of its 
activ e periods hav e been productiv e 
of showers of ashes only . 
Its last 
great eruption was in 178 3, when sev ­ 
eral v illages on the north sido of the 
m ountain were obliterated by lav a. 
T he crater is about three-q uarters of a 
mile in circumference. 
, 
Russian Dead 1,500. 
St, Petersburg, March 16.—Details 
of the hurricane which swept the 
prov ince of Kuban, southern Russia, 
w ere receiv ed here from Ekaterinodar. 
A northerly gale caused numerous 
w aterspouts off the east coast of the 
Sea of Azov , and the shore from 
Yolsk to the Strait of Kertsch, a dis­ 
tance c f t about fiv e hundred miles, was 
flooded and six v illages damaged. 
One hundred and sev enty -six con­ 
struction employ es on the Kuban rail­ 
way were sleeping in a shed when 
awakened by the storm and fled to a 
train and endeav ored to escape. Soon, 
howev er, the engine and cars were 
ov erturned by the rushing waters and 
swept away .

W hen it ceased the receding floods re­ 
v ealed great destruction. 
Eight miles

feared the others were drowned. 
Many courageous rescues of persons 
floating on wreckage on the sea hav e 
been reported.

TWO USES FOR WIRE- GLASS 


Used Primarily for Fireproofing, It Is 
Also Said to Be Burglar- 
Proof. 


Wire-glass is said to be both bur­ 
glar-proof and fireproof. 
In tho first 
case, the wire netting embedded in 
its center cannot, it is claimed be 
broken or cut noiselessly , 
ro that en­ 
trance by means of doors or cellar 
cov erings of this material by thiev es 
is rendered difficult, if not impossible. 
Such glass is, howev er, more often 
employ ed for fireproofing 
than 
for 
other purposes, and it enters largely 
Into 
the 
construction 
of 
elev ator 
doors, partitions, windows, etc. 
One ex pert, who has tested wire- 
glass up to 1,700 degrees Fahrenheit, 
keeping it at this high tem perature for 
half an hour at a time, states that 
at the first rush of heat the glass 
crackles, but that the netting holds it 
together, so that the flame cannot pass 
through. 
It will, it seems, hold flame 
up to the melting point, which is dif­ 
ferent in different kinds 
of 
glass, 
since some melt at 1,000 degrees and 
others withstand 2,000 degrees suc­ 
cessfully . 
When a stream of w ater 
is turned on wire-glass th at has melt­ 
ed almost to the running point, it 
immediately solidifies, so that it is a 
material 
well 
suited 
for 
elev ator 
shafts, where a sudden rush of flame 
would crack ordinary glass and ad­ 
mit fire to all floors.—H arper’s W eek­ 
ly .
